freighter was impounded, 32 men 
were in custody and liquor valued at 
more than $3,000 -was in the pos- 
session of federal dry agents today, 
the aftermath to one of the most 
spectacular raids ever staged in Wis- 
consin.

Ont., 
the S. S. Utlca, of Buffalo, N. Y., 
was met by prohibition and coast 
guard forces late last night. In vir- 
tually every part of the vessel whis- 
ky, ale and whie was found and the 
belief was expressed that it would 
take another day's search to unearth 
all the caches. 


Capt. Robert Koch of Buffalo, the 


ship's master, and the crew of 31 
men were arrested for the smuggling. 
They -were permitted to remain In 
their ship quarters for the night, 
under guard.

NEWLAW STATES 


Applications Will Not Be 


Granted on "General De- 
livery? Addresses 


The session of the Wisconsin legis- 


lature, of recent and long belated ad- 
journment, made 
some important 


changes hi the motor vehicle laws. 
Blind or "general delivery" addresses 
of car owners are to be a thing of 
the past. A new provision says that 
no application for license shall be 
accepted without an address that will 
really locate the owner. For residents 
of villages and 
small communities, 


the mere postofflce is sufficient, but 
for residents of cities of the first and 
second classes, the street address of 
the owner must be given In the ap- 
plication. This provision was made 
at the instance of city police depart- 
ments, including that of Milwaukee. 


.The common practice of dealers to 


hold back the title until the final or 
certain payments have been made. Is 
abolished by a provision in the title 
law requiring the owner to possess 
the title. He need not necessarily car- 
ry, the title with him. but it cannot 
"be held back by a dealer to help col- 
lect payments.

The title hereafter must show any 


motrgages. conditional sales contract 
of other liens. That was as the title 
law stood at first! Then the 
liens 


were 'dropped, and it was protested

made on municipally 
owned cars. 


The old law provided 
red license 


plates for such,' costing $1 a car. This

Morer severe penalties are provided 


for cheating the etate by changing,

plates. The fine for such tricks is

amazing and most confirmed crimin- 
als has just been arrested in South 
Africa. He is Carl Ludwig von Vel- 
thelm or, perhaps, just plain 
Carl 


Kurtz. His offense and sentence this 
time were comparatively mild — a 
month's imprisonment for entering 
the country as! a prohibited immi- 
grant—but many a more serious mis- 
deed attributed to him has resulted in 
no punishment at all. 


In his time, Veltheim has duped 


and married many women, robbed 
them of their money, sought to black- 
mail millionaires, killed a diamond 
king and won acquittal and coolly 
confessed to a plot to kidnap a presi- 
dent. 


Ho first came into world-wide at- 


tention back In 1898, -when the Boer 
republic of the Transvaal was still 
in existence and the grim old Dutch- 
man, Krueger, was boss and presi- 
dent. Von Veltheim had gone Into 
the office of Woolf Joel, nephew of 
the famous diamond king, 
Barney 


Barnato. 


Shots were heard and von Veltheim 


stated he had killed Joel. The trial 
caused great excitement. He claim- 
ed he killed in self-defense. Barney 
Barnato was bitterljc. hostile to the 
Krueger regime, he said, because it 
interferred with his plans for gold 
and diamond mining. Von Volthelm 
said he got In touch with Barnato 
and outlined a scheme whereby he 
would kidnap Krueger and-bring 
about the election of a new president. 
The plot would cost about $5,000.000 
and if necessary, von Veltheim was 
to get a quarter of a million dollars. 
It was never carried out, but he 
claimed money was due him for work 
already done. 


Barnato was dead, but von Velt- 


heim wrote a series of seven letters 
signed "Kismet" 
In which he de- 


manded $60,000 from Woolf Joel. 


The jury accepted von Velthelm's 


story that he shot in self defense 
and acquitted him of the murder 
charge, but the Kruger government 
deported him from the Transvaal. 


He continued his shady career and 


while living in Antwerp and Paris, 
sent blackmailing letters to Solly 
Joel, brother ot the murdered Woolf, 
and now head of the great gold and 


diamond business founded by Barna 
to. 


Joel-procured his arrest and extra 


dition to England, where von Velt 
helm was tried for sending threaten 
ing letters. He \\as then 50 years 
old and a huge figure of a man, six 
feet six inches in height and will 
coal black hair and eyes. A police 
inspector from Scotland Yard rea( 
out his record. 


He said the accused was born in 


Brunswick In Germany in 1858 and 
his real name was Carl Kurtz. Even 
as a school boy he had a bad record 
He stole a schoolmaster's pistol am 
injured himself with it. This recon 
followed: 


1S72—Served as a sailor on a Ger 


man ship, but deserted and served 
on various British ships. 


1880—Served In the German navy 


but deserted. Is supposed to have 
stolen the gold watch of Captain von 
Velthelra and this gave him the Idea 
of masquerading under that name. 


3883-86—Served in British ships al 


over the world. Posed in Germany 
as Captain Oliver Jackson "of 
the 


British Royal navy. - 


1886—Truned up in West Australia 


wheie he posed as Baron von Velt 
helm. 


1887—Married an Australian -wo 


man and went to Capetown, South 
Africa, where he blackmailed a male 
acquaintance of his wife for $4000. 


1894—Posed as American Consul a 


Santa Marta, 


1896—Married a German woman In 


Ixmdon under the name of von Velt 
helm. Got $7500 from her and skip 
ped out. 


1897—Rreturned „ to ^London 
and 


married a Greek woman, getting $1. 
500 from her. The man went to South

It is not the duty of senators to 


bring to the attention of the president 
specific instances of liquor violation. It 
is hot their duty to cause arrests and 
make prosecutions. Washington and 
the Distrkt of Columbia have officers 
and officials whose duty it is to 'devote 
their time and attention to such mat- 
ters. There can be no doubt that How- 
ell and Capper are" right and that scant 
attention is paid in Washington to the 
eighteenth amendment and the Vol- 
stead act. It has been so ever since pro- 
hibition was inaugurated and the of- 
fenders have included \ high',, govern- 
ment officials^ cotjgre$smen,,.senatbr5, 
etc. It is altogether a disgraceful situa- 
tion and one which discredits the 
whole fantastic experiment.

the last state legislature and approv- 
ed -by Governor Walter J. Kohler.

to file all chattel mortgages and con- 
ditional sales contracts In tho office 
of A. G. Koch, county register of 
deeds at the courthouse. 


The law. which went into effect 


immediately, makes it necessary that 
papers of this nature be filed-with 
the county register of deeds at once. 


The old law provided for filing of 


conditional sales contracts and chat-] 
:el mortgages with tho town, city or 
village clerks of the place where the 
mortgage lived. The persons mak- 
ing the contract also had the option 
of filing the papers with the register 
of deeds. 
Under the new law this 


filing is compulsory. 


Fees will be 50 cents. Cancella- 


tions will cost CO cents and filing of 
additional papers about any chattel 
mortgage or conditional sales ' con- 
tract will cost 23 cents. The law pro- 
vides that the register of deeds must 
send a certified copy of each paper 
filed with him to the town, city or 
village clerk in which the mortgagee 
resides. The register also must send 
half of the-fees collected by him to 
tho clerk. 


Another provision of the new law 


makes it necessary for the parties to 
any contract of this nature to tile a 
notice of release within ten days af- 
ter the account has been settled. 


The new law also provides that 


town, city and village clerks must 
bring to the register of deeds on or 
before Jan. 1. 1030, all records and

Up until fllve cr six years ago the 


average potato grower in the UniteJ 
States did not produce very many 
more bushels to the- acre than grow- 
ers did 60 years ago. according to 
Dr. William Stuart, potato specialist 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture. The average acre pro- 
duction in 1SCS was about 94 bushels, 
he says, and only 9S in 1922. Since 
about 1923. however, the production 
per acre has averaged 113.7 bushels. 


The average production 
In the 


United States is still very much low- 
er than in Canada. Great Britain. 
and European countries vat slJc o' 
Italy, he finds. 


It is possible to account for the 


increase in acre yield during the 
last few years. Doctor Stuart says, 
only by assuming that it is very 


largely due to a more general use of 
certified seed potatoes and to the 
gradual Improvement in the quality 
of the stock produced. Statistic*, he 
s.iys. show rather conc'uslvelv th^t 
up to the last five years, the in- 
creased total production has been 
due to increased acre-age rather than 
to increased acre yield. 


Tho use of high-grade seed po- 


tatoes would Increase the returns 
from the potato crop of the country 
by many minions of dollars. Doctor 
Stuart maintains. The quality of 
the seed may bi. improved by follow- 
ing carefully one or more of the se\ - 
cral systems of production developed 
by potato specialists. These are des- 
cribed in Farmers' Bulletin 1332-F.

Friday evening, Mr. Hays address- 


ed a public meeting at the New York 
civic club, on the Gastonla case and 
the trial which was resumed Monday 
at Charlotte. The meeting was open 
to anyone who wanted to attend and 
there were five newspaper report- 
ers present, taking notes. 


Mr. Hays is an adroit, skillful and 


sagacious lawyer, but in describing 
the progress of the trial and future 
strategy, he wore his heart on his 
sleeve. He spoke of the great fear 
of the defense that the prosecution 
would reduce the charge from first 
degree to second degree - murder. 
This, said Mr. Hays, would give the 
state a chance to get prison terms, 
for some of the defendants; it would 
be virtually impossible for the state 
to get a first degree-verdict against 
the thirteen men, jointly accused, 
with the difficulty of establishing 
the conspiracy charge, but with the 
charge reduced the defense would 
face a much stiffer fight.'

dragged blistered feet over shell-torn 
roads in France today blithly kept 
step with a thousand drums in hon- 
or of a memory and for the entertain- 
ment of a host of applauding onlook- 
rs. 
. Shoulders, which 11 years ago 
dropped dejectedly under cruel pack 
traps, were, held in position of mili- 
tary squareness as more than 30.000 
men who were "the boys" of 1918 
passed the reviewing stand in the 
parade of the eleventh 
national 


American legion convention. 


It was a six-hour parade for those 


who took part in the exhibition, for 
every delegation was ordered to be 
at .its allotted place at 10 a. m., and 
he official closing time was 4 p. m. 
The line as formed extended from 
he Memorial auditorium, a few 
blocks from the downtown district, 
hrce miles out Thlrd-st to the camp- 
us of the University of Louisville. 


To put dn this big show the men' 


who went through history's greatest 
war, whether on the battlefield or in 
he tense atmosphere of the home- 
land, waited for hours at their sta- 
ions along the line of formation. 
When the march started for the last

floor space under a common roof 
will sometimes buckle when a hot 
fire under them threatens a building.

TO SOLVE RADIO 


TRAFFIC TROURLE 


Conducts Extensive Experi- 


ments With Two Stations 
oh One Channel

Washington —In an endeavor to 


help solve radio's congestion prob- 
lem the Columbia Broadcasting sys- 
tem has undertaken extensive experi- 
ments with synchronization to prove 
or disprove the theory that more 
than one high powered broadcasting 
station can operate at the same 
time on the same channel. 


The experiments are being conduct 


ed by two of Columbia's leading sta 
tlons, WABC its "key" station at 
New Tork and WCAU, at Philadel- 
phia, Although these stations are 
separated by less than 100 mjles, they 
were selected because experiments 
conducted over so short a distance 
would be of the most rigid order and 
If successful, would prove beyond 
doubt the feasibility of multiple oper- 
ation of stations on one channel, 
without ruinous hererodyne Interfer- 
ence. 


At the suggestion of Sam Fickard, 


vice president 
of Columbia, and 


former federal^ radio commissioner, 
the tests-have been undertaken. As a 
member of the 
commission, Mr. 


Pickard always clung to the theory 
that radio's greatest difficulty—lack 
of room Int he ether—could be over- 
come when a successful means of 
synchronization was found. Engin- 
eers persistently have held that two 
stations of power beyond 1,000 watts, 
regardless of the distance between 
them, canaot operate at the same 
time without destroying each others 
programs over a large area that oth- 
erwise might be served. They say 
this Is feasible when the signals are 
controlled by parallel wire lines, but 
the. expense of -maintaining such 
lines is prohibitive over large areas. 


Mr. Pickard says that synchroniza- 


tion hasjnever been undertaken-on a 
comprehensive basis. "We are giv- 
ing itfa whirl for all its worth, with 
the very best equipment," he said.

untarily by the Columbia. Recently 
the federal radio commlsslpn grant- 
ed the two Columbia stations permis- 
sion to carry on the tests. The au- 
thorization was for the stations to 
conduct them on the 860 kilocycle 
channel, assigned to station WABC 
on a cleared channel basis, between 
the hours of 1 a, m. and 6 a. m., 
when there would be no Interference 
with regular broadcasting. The New 
Tork station operates with 6,000 
watts and WCAU with 1,000 but both 
probably will use 1,000 during the 
tests.

Sho will soon 
have her job completed.

The building that is commanding 


the undivided attention of the young 
lady has served as a residence on the 
Swamp Farm, the past fifty years. 
Before being moved it served sev- 
eral generations as a school house 
In School District No. 4. 


After deciding to have a modern 


home, last fall. Mr. Rehfeldt did the

About 15 years ago 
he put $300 into the project of drain- 
ing the Center Swamp, and says 
that he would not take $3.000 for 
the Investment at the present time. 
The project made dry farming land 
out of bjls swamp. 


During the past 20 years, by go- 


Ing through his cornfields in August 
and selecting the ears that ripens 
earliest, for seed, he has developed 
a strain of flint corn that ripens In 
90 days from the time of planting. 
Even now he selects the cars that 
are fully ripo in the two last weeks 
in August. His silage corn is 3 weeks 
earlier than other 'strains of corn. 


His crop rotation is: (1) Mixed al 


Bike, red clover and timothy hay; (2) 
Panture. manured and plowed under 
(3) Corn; (4) Oats, seeded with alsike 
clover, red clover and timothy. 


This season he threshed 340 bush- 


els of'oats from 8 acres and raised 
a big crop of corn with quite a largo 
surplus after filling his silo to husk. 
Nearly all the cars in tho shocks arc 
fit for seed. He has IS tons of choice 
hay in his torn and ho Is milking S 
cows that tire fed on the products 
of the farm.
